Dear  Mr  Kahle, 

We  have  made  good  progress  with  preparations  for  the  conference.  Although 
the  programme  cannot  be  finalised  until  some  more  responses  are  received.,  from 
invitees,  1  am  sending  you  a  draft  programme,  with  some  additional  advice. 

The  meeting  will  be  held  in  the  Australian  Academy  of  Science  lecture  theatre, 
which  seats  about  140  people  in  comfort,  with  additional  seating  space  on  a  semi- 
circular balcony-like  area.  As  the  conference  is  by  invitation,  we  aim  to  keep 
attendance^  below  200.  ,  .  . 

Those  attending  will  include  at  least  one  senior  administrator  (the  Vice- 
Chancellor  or  Deputy  Vice-Chancellor  Research,  or  Information  Services)  from  each  of 
Australia's  37  universities;  university  and  State  librarians  will  be  well  represented; 
each  of  the  four  Australian  Academies  (the  sponsors)  will  nominate  about  ten 
'  academics  involved  in  relevant  electronic  issues,  but  also  scholars  who  are  users  of 
conventional  printed  sources;  senior  government  administrators  will  be  present, 
eluding  from  such  Departments  as  Education,  the  Australian  Research  Council,  the 
.  astralian  Science  and  Technology  Council;  there  will  be  publishers  of  books  and 
serials  and  representatives  of  distributors. 

I  have  listed  these  diverse  categories  to  make,  an  essential  point.  In  preparing 
your  paper  you  need  to  be  aware  that  the  audience  will  range  from  computer  buffs  to 
'lay' persons.  Please  do  not  assume  specialist  knowledge. 

There  is  a  further  reason  for  clarity  and  explaining  technical  terminology, 
because  the  Australian  Academy  of  the  Humanities  hopes  to  publish  the  proceedings 
of  the  conference  for  a  wider  Australian  market  We  hope  to  achieve  rapid 
publication,  so  it  would  f^^^epub^c^^n  if 

(a)  you  could  submit  a  copy  of  your  paper  two  weeks  before  the 
Conference;     . 

(b)  provide  us  with  a  copy  of  the  paper  on  a  3.5"  diskette,  preicrably 
formatted  for  Macintosh,  although  alternate  formats  could  be  accommodated. 
As  you  see  from  the  schedule,  we  propose  three  busy  days,  with  some 

_ubstantive  recommendations  resulting  on  the  final  afternoon.  We  believe  that  these 
recommendations  could  play  an  important  role  in  determining  the  future  of  tertiary 
library  policy  in  Australia,  so  your  advice  is  likely  to  be  sought,  also,  outside  the 

lecture  room.  • 

It  is  obvious  that  papers  need  to  be  delivered  within  the  time  nominated, 
otherwise  discussion  of  the  papers  will  become  impossible,  Please  keep  that  in  mind 
in  delivering  your  paperjjvorirfta  text  to  be  published  includes  additional  material. 
A  maximum  of  60  mwitea  is  allocated  for  your  paper. 

As  you  may  be  unfamiliar  with  the  Australian  tertiary  education  scene,  I  am 

enclosing  two  chapters  from  Australian  Tertiary  Libraries  Issues  for  the  1990%  edited  by 
Colin  Steele  and  recently  published.  Should  you  request  further  information,  we  will 
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attempt  to  supply  it.  Colin  Steele,,  the  Australian  National  University  Librarian/  is  the 
driving  force  behind  our  conference.  I  am  a  retired  archaeologist-historian,  still  living 
in  the  biro/printed  pape>  era,  so  1  apologise  in  advance  for  my  lay  status,  I  simply  am 
the  honorary  secretary  qf  the  Australian  Academy  of  the  Humanities/  which  proposed 
the  conference/  so  mtW  time-honoured  way,  I  Von'  the  responsibility  for  arranging  it.
